Gerth will be the first CSU presi- 
dent to switch campus presidencies 
since Paul Romberg jumped from 
CSU Bakersfield to San Francisco 
State 10 years ago 

According to one source close to 
the process, who wishes to remain 
anonymous, Benson had obtained 
early support from the trustees and, in 
fact, was the first choice of the trustees 
on the selection committee. However, 
late in the process, Gerth replaced 
Benson as the likely choice 

“You never really know,” said 
Gerth, who was not surprised but was 
Pleased. “I was fully prepared to go in 
any direction the bourd wanted.” 

Campus reaction to Gerth’s 


appointment was widespread, rang 
ing from optimism to outright disap- 
pointment, mostly from the faculty 
who were apparently not pleased 
by their meeting with Gerth 

On the day Gerth visited CSUS 
last week, he received a petition 
signed by more than 200 CSI 
Dominguez Hills faculty asking him

Chicano Group Provides 
Political Activism and More

Small in size but large in heart, 
MECHA is a politically-oriented 
group designed to help the Chicano 
student with activities ranging from 
social gatherings to endorsements of 
ASI elecuon candidates 

MECHA actually ts not an acro- 
nym but refers to “support group for 
Chicano studenis on campus,” said 
Peggy Cabrera, chair of the group's 
public relauons committee. “MECHA 
means Chicano student movement.” 
said Jaime Abundis, the committee's 
co-chair 

“MECHA began 18 years ago 
here (CSUS). It formed in the 1960s 
as part of the social movement then,” 
said Abundis. “It was a political 
response to the '60s movement. At the 
tume, there were very few Chicano 
students on campus,” he added 

There are now about 1,000 to 
1,200 students on campus registered 
as Hispanic according to Cabrera, 
who organized a recent “get 
acquainted” forum with faculty and 
representatives from vanous campus 


groups. MECHA tried to get Chicane, 


faculty acquainted with Chicano stu 
dents said Cabrera. She added that 
groups like affirmative action, equal 
opportunity. bilingual education and 
MinorityOrganizauion of Science Stu- 
dents had representatives there 

“It was the first time we had a 
reception in a while. We spent the 
whole semester organizing it,” said 
Abundis 

“One of the group's goals 1s to get 
more students involved. The recep- 
tion was designed to show what pro- 
grams are available,” said Cabrera 
She added, “As an outreach to stu- 
dents we'll be putting out a newslet- 
ter.

“Everyone has had their 
hand in student government,” she 
added

Socially Relevant TV 


Condemned as mere propaganda on one 
hand and heralded as a conciousness booster on 
the other, “The Day After” may indeed prove to be 
the most controversial presentation in television 
history. An estimated 75 million tuned-in on 
Sunday night to witness ABC-TV’s graphic 
depiction of nuclear holocaust. And while reac- 
ions varied, the film’s intended purpose — to 
inform the people of this nation of the imminent 
dangers of nuclear weaponry — was clearly met. 

That the program was aired at all was an 
amazing feat, considering the fact that ABC met 
with a great deal of opposition from educational, 
political and religious groups. It is ironic that 
educators such as the National Education Asso- 
ciation (NEA), many school superintendents, 
and scores of religious leaders urged parents to 
keep youngsters from viewing “The Day After.” 
Why was so much energy spent on censoring this 
particular film when no similar attempts are 


made to sway youngsters from watching the 
standard television fare which is laden with sex- 
ual exploitation and violence’ 


But squawks of protests and appeals for equal 
time from the political right only augmented 
what is perhaps “The Day After’s” most significant 
achievement that is, the hoisting of the 
nation’s anti-nuclear movement into the main- 
stream. Big media events tend to get noticed, and 
the screening of “The Day After” has touched off 
various fund raising and membership drives 


ABC certainly merits applause for displaying 
an uncharacteristic social responsibility. By air- 
ing the controversial telecast just as America 
begins to deploy Pershing II nuclear missiles in 
Europe, the network has shoved the issue into 
the limelight, thereby increasing debate and pub- 
lic understanding. It is hoped that this sort of 
programming policy. will continue in the future

Center’s Problems

There is now a depression in the 
roof of the CSUS Children’s Center 
The girders, which are steel I-beams 
(not engineered glue-lam beams as 
indicated in the Thursday, Nov. 19, 
State Hornet), have continued to 
deflect. This contunued deflection is 
caused by ponding. Water collected 
in the depression causes a deeper 
depression which in turn allows more 
water to collect. This process con- 
tinued until an equilibrium is reached 
or until failure occurs 

A diagnosis of the building cannot 
be obtained until a detailed examina- 
von of the building is completed 
Unfortunately, the structural plans of 
the building have not been found by 
Plant Operations or anyone else on 
campus. This makes the analysis of 
the building much more difficult. Sec- 
tions of the wall paneling and ceiling 
must be removed to determine the 
structural components of the 
building 

The American Society of Civil 
Engineers at CSUS is putting in the 
effort to accomplish this task. Until 
such an examination with calcula- 
tions are completed, no judgment of 
the building's safety can be made. A 
constant check for signs of increased 
deflections in the beam should be 
maintained in the meantme 

At this point, we are in favor of a 
new Children's Center for the CSUS 
campus, regardless of the outcome of 
our analysis

Grievance Story 
Overlooked Policy

Although Lisa Boyd did a good 
job in gathering information for her 
article published, Nov. 10, (“Gne- 
vance Settled Student Still 
Demanding Tape”), a crucial point 
was left out.

On this 
basis, Maggenti did qualify for a “C” 
grade since his final exam score was a 
60 percent improvement over his 
midterm score.

had procured from the math depart 
ment a copy of the grades with no 
names attached. These grades showed 
the real grade breakdown. These 
grades included all the mid-term 
scores and fina! exam scores. The 
grades also demonstrated that the stu- 
dents below the alleged grade cutoffs 
were not given the higher grades 
because they did not improve in the 
final exam scores. The point is that 
“C” grades on a straight average or 
scores weighed according to the syl- 
labus had to drop to at least 65 per- 
cent even though there were no stu- 
dents whose straight averages were 
between 65 and 70 percent. Since 
Maggenti clearly met the conditions 
stated for having the final weigh more 
than indicated on the syllabus, his 62 
percent straight average should have 
been adjusted to at least 65 percent 


However, these facts are of minor 
concern now that Maggenti won his 
grade grievance. What is of concern is 
that the tape exposes some highly 
unethical behavior in the math 
department's administration of the 
grievance procedure itself, Could this 
be why the chairman of the math 
department, who was responsible for 
the administration of the procedure, is 
acting beyond his authority in not 
releasing a copy of that tape to Mag- 
genti? Maggenti's rights were violated 
from the time he initiated the formal 
grievance. Is this why they wish to 
cover up? This is a conflict between 
those who think students have rynts 
and those who think they don’t. That 
is why American Society of Civil 
Engineers is supporting Maggenti's 
fight for the tape

Twenty vears ago today a lone 
assassin’s rifle shot a bullet that cut 
down the life of one of the most mar- 
tyred presidents in American history 

John Fitzgerald Kennedy. The 
Kennedy assassination shocked the 
nation and stunned the world. For the 
135 millon Americans living today 
who were old enough then to 
remember the day's events, Kennedy's 
death sul] burns in their memories, as 
memorable as any family member's 


death

History 1s put into different pers- 
pectives depending on the times and 
trends of various penods. Out of his- 
tory comes myths. One of those myths 
is that of John F_ Kennedy — the man 
and his presidency. Perhaps the viol- 
ent way in which he died contrib- 
uted to the myth-making of John 
Kennedy. Perhaps Americans’ reluc- 
tance in accepting the truth about a 
young, murdered president built up 
this myth. Whatever the causes, one 
shouid look realistically at John 
Kennedy's presidency and the man 
himself 

Although Kennedy took no dras- 
tc action against the press, like Presi- 
dent Reagan's barring of reporters 
from Grenada, he tried, in 1963, to 
influence then New York Times pub- 
lisher “Punch” Sulzberger in remov- 
ing correspondent David Halberstam 
from South Vietnam. Sulzberger 
refused to and cancelled Halberstam’s 
upcoming vacation so that it would 
not look like the 7imes gave in to a 
president critical of the newspaper's 
Vietnam coverage. Kennedy allegedly 
said “Pll be damned if I intend to let 
my foreign policy be run by a 27- 
year-old reporter,” in reference to 
Halberstam’s stories which won a 
Pulitzer Pri: > in 1964 

Also in 1963, the U.S. State 
Department sent the notorious Cable 
1066 to its information service in Sai- 
gon. The cable warned that providing 
transportauon for correspondents on 
military exercises may cause “unde- 
sirable stories.” The cable warned 
that correspondents criticizing then 
South Vienamese President Ngo 
Dinh Diem would make it hard for 
the United States to maintain friendly 
relations with his regime. JFK saw 
the cable before it was sent to Saigon. 
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Kennedy's involvement in the 
Vietnam conflict may or may not 
have escalated had he lived. Toward 
the end of hus life, JFK told then- 
Sen. Mike Mansfield he agreed with 
him for a complete military withdra 
wal from Vietnam but Kennedy said 
he could not do so until after the 1964 
election. Kennedy was afraid he 
would look like a communist 
appeaser. According to aide Kenneth 
O'Donnell, Kennedy apparently had 
some ideas about how the United 
States would leave Vietnam. O'Don- 
nell quoted Kennedy as saying, 
“Easy. Put a government in there that 
will ask us to leave.” In 1970, Mans- 
field confirmed O'Donnell’s account 
of Kennedy's unequivocal decision to 
leave Vietnam after the 1964 election 

Yet Kennedy did commit 16,000 
troops to Vietnam during this term In 
televised interviews in September 
1963, Kennedy said the war could be 
won by South Vietnamese only, but 
the United States would not with- 
draw from the embattled country 
Kennedy also believed in the still 
unproved domino theory. On April 
24, 1963, Kennedy said, “If Laos fell 
into communist hands, it would 
increase the danger along the north- 
ern frontiers of Thailand. (and) 
would put additional pressure on 
South Vietnam, which in itself would 
put addiuonal pressure on Malaya. So 
I do accept the view that there is an 
interrelationship in these countries...” 

When it came to defense Kennedy 
was more of a hawk than most people 
realize and his admunistation ignited 
the arms race that has contunued into 
the 1980s. In a speech to be delivered 
to the Dallas Citizen Council that 
fateful Friday afternoon, Kennedy 
wrote, “In less than three years, we 
have increased by SO percent the 
number of Polaris submarines...in- 
creased by more than 70 percent our 
total Polaris purchase program, 
increased by more than 75 percent 
our Minuteman purchase program, 
increased by 50 percent the portion of 
our strategic bombers on 15-minute 
alert, and increased by 100 percent 
the total number of nuclear weapons 
available on our strategic alert for- 
ces.” Also cited was an increase in 
tactical nuclear forces deployed in 
Western Europe. Huge increases in 
conventional forces were left unsaid 
by Kennedy including “an increase of 
nearly 600 percent in our special for- 
ces — those forces that are prepared 
to work with our allies and friends 
against the guerrillas, saboteurs, 
insurgents and assassins who threaten 
freedom...” 

The press, Vietnam and defense 
spending are three areas Kennedy 
generally received favorable impres- 
sions. Kennedy was tough with the

Soviets and helped to retain a Cold 
War atmostphere. Other foreign 
crises (the Bay of Pigs fiasco, Berlin 
Wall, Cuban mussle crisis) besides 
southeast Asia prevailed during his 
1,036 days in office Toward the end 
of his presidency Kennedy did make 
conciliatory gestures toward the 
USSR 

In a speech at American Univer 
sity in June 1963, Kennedy said, “It is 
an irone but accurate fact that the 
two strongest powers are the two in 
the most danger of devastation. for 
we are both devoting massive sums of 
money to weapons that could be bet- 
ter devoted to combating ignorance, 
poverty and disease. We are both 
Caught up in a vicious and dangerous 
cycle in which suspicion on one side 
breeds suspicion on the other and new 
weapons beget counterweapons.”’ 
Kennedy called for a re-examination 
of Amencans’ attitude toward the 
Cold War and the Soviets in general 
His new philosphy generated the 
nuclear test ban treaty, but the arms 
race conunued 

The Kennedy spirit is probably 
what is remembered the most, and it 
is a spirit long in need of a comeback 
The energy and vigor of the young 
president filled the country with hope 
Americans actually respected the pre- 
sidency, a respect not seen much since 
Kennedy's tenure. Although rich, 
Kennedy had compassion for the 
poor and disadvantaged for not only 
the United States but the world too 
His domestic aid plans are examples 
of his compassion for Americans, like 
the Peace Corps and Alliance for Pro- 
gress programs are for the Third 
World. His inaugural address called 
to Americans, “Ask not what your 
country can do for you, but ask what 
you can do for your country,” a decla- 
rauon almost completely forgotten in 
a nauon where many people are bent 
on getting all they can from their 
couhtry while giving nothing in 
return 

The mystique of the “Camelot” 
presidency, the presence of youthful- 
ness including two small children in 
the First Family, compassion and 
understanding and a desire for change 
(the New Frontier) overshadow 
Kennedy's failures, weaknesses and 
even immorality (It has practically 
been accepted that Kennedy was not 
the most monogamous of husbands.) 
It is hard to give a realistic assessment 
of such a charismatic leader 
(Kennedy knew how to use the media 
and did so without hesitancy.) Maybe 
he is the last president we will, as a 
nation, hold in such esteem. But for 
historical accuracy, if nothing else, 
perhaps we should look at Kennedy 
not as how we would like him to be 
but as he really was.

“Three times in one week, when | 
went to sign up for the inverviews (the 
center requires that you sign up two

Eidan questioned the cancella- 
tions and was told by the recruiting 
desk in the center that companies had 
cancelled due to lack of student 
interest 

According to Eidan, there are

Jan Powers, a recruiter for 
McClellan Air Force Base, said that 
there appeared to be some internal 
confusion in the placement schedule

dule (a schedule consists of 13 
appointments) and resumes trom the 
overflow of students,” Powers said 
“This year there were only a handful 
of students on our schedule, | was 
very surprised.” 

Powers represented McClellan 
AFB in the Fall Career Fair held at 
CSUS last month and said a number 
of students were looking forward to 
the interview dates 

“I discovered there were a lot of 
students interested in us,” said Power 
“yet they obviously didn't know 
when we would be on campus for 
interviews.” 

In the fall of 1982, McClellan 
hired 22 CSUS graduates as both 
electrical and mechanical engineers 
In the spring of 1983, 18 CSUS engi 
neers were hired by McClellan

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Wallace 

Wallace said he expressed his 
concern to Tim Comstock, dean of 
students at CSUS, and was told ther: 
was an employment problem at the 
recruiting desk 

According to Comstock, there is 
no clear indicauion that the problem us 
m*jor 

“T have discussed the matter with 
the director and things seem to be 
squared away,” Comstock said. “This 
rough spot is only temporary” 

Bill Mitchell, director of the 
Career Development and Placement 
Center, said the director of the recruit- 
ing office quit over the summer and 
the position has not been filled yet 
Mitchell said he doesn't see it as a 
major problem 

“Our system is not perfect,” Mit 
chell said, “but there is a system and it 
serves thousands of students. Last 
year, 13,000 students walked through 
our door.” 

Mitchell suggests that students 
check the bulletin board outside the 


center's door at least twice a week for 
any changes. He also hopes to have 
the empty director's posivon filled by 
the end of November 

“Once the position is filled it 


should smooth out the problems,” 
Mitchell said 

Also, starting in the spring semes- 
ter, monthly updates will be distrib- 
uted to the different departments on 
campus, according to Mitchell
